The Sergeant said his investig- 
ators were not yet satisfied they had 
found the spot where the woman 
was slain. Blood on the ground 
where the body was found was “in- 
sufficient” to indicate she had been 
killed there.

Before the Rowell Commission 


Ontario and Quebec ‘are the richest of the 
provinces. They have many natural advantages. 
As the West sees the situation they are also the 
chief beneficiaries of the national fiscal policy. 
Their prosperity, as it looks to the rest of Canada, 
perfectly exemplifies the scriptural saying, that 
“to him that hath shall be given.” It was to be 
expected that, of all the provinces, they would 
be the least interested in a study of the federal 
system which might lead to changes. They are 
naturally for the status quo. The Prairie and 
Maritime Provinces are just as naturally reform- 
ist, and, therefore, eager to present arguments 
and statistical statements tending to show a need 
for change. It has been suggested that the in- 
quiry has produced or encouraged sectional feel- 
ing in Canada. That is clearly not so. The cleav- 
age existed before the Rowell Commission was 
thought of. And the national interest is obvious- 
ly better served by an open debate on this dif- 
ference of opinion than by efforts to hush it up 
by singing “O Canada."—Winnipég Free Press.

ARA TEASDALE has won the first prize ever offered in America for 
a book of poems. The award came to Miss Teasdale through her lat- 
@st book of verse, “Love Songs.” This prize was a $500 one, offered by 
Columbia University for the first time in the university's history for al 
book of poems written by an American published during the year 1917. | 
This was the Poetry Society prize, and it was competed for by ‘both men | 
and women poets of renown, and the fact of Sara Teasdale's w inning in 
the contest speaks volumes for the quality of her poetry. 
Al@hough one of the younger American poets, Sara Teasdale (Mrs. E 
B. Finsinger) is well known to all lovers of poetry. Her poems nre highly 
lyrical and are considered by many critics to be the 
best examples of this kind of poetry written in America 
today. “Rivers to the Sea” attracted great attention 
and as favorable criticism as have “Love Songs.” Miss

With vivid memories of the impression that “All 
Quiet on the Western Front” (Shea’s) made on me 
nearly eight years ago when it first came out, I had 
some fears and misgivings when I started up to see 
this revival showing again. I was afraid that it might 
not have stood the ravages of time and improved 
technical facilities. My fears were groundless. Not 
only does the film stand up technically (there's a bit 
of hum to the soundtrack, which is a minor detail), 
but eight years later it still stands pre-eminent as 
the greatest war film ever made. It’s tragic, brutal 
in its frankness; it makes you shudder time and 


again, but the fact remains that the horror and 
futility of war has never been more graphically pre- 
sented. 


I don’t think there is any necessity to retell the 
story of the group of teen-age German schoolboys 
who are rushed into the army as cannon fodder in 
the last months of the Great War, or how the picture 
takes you through their training, their battles, hos- 
pitals and deaths . . . most people know the story... 
but though they know the story, they'll find it on the 
screen more graphic and compelling than ever their 
mind could imagine it. As peace propaganda it is 
terrific, and the tragedy of it all is that the people 
who need it most in the frenzied dictator-ridden 


countries will never see it. 


The cast turn in magnificent performances, par- 
ticularly Lew Ayres and the late Louis Walheim. 
Slim Summerville’s comedy role is fitted into the 

cture so much better than in the case of “The Road 
Back” that there is none of that foolish atmosphere 
of the latter film. Director Lewis Milestone’s con- 
tribution reaches the epic stage on many occasions, 
and yet at the same time (as at the end of the pic- 
ture) he shows some of the finest examples extant 
of the motion picture as an art. 


While I hesitate to recommend the picture for 
children, I still think every child should see it... for 
that matter, every person, A very much larger than 
usual first show audience applauded the picture in 
several spots, particularly the scene wherein Wal- 
heim describes how wars should be fought, in a big 
field by the respective kings, cabinets, munitions 
makers and others who stand to profit by war. 


I repeat, “the greatest war film ever made”.
